CONNERS VILLE, Ind. (AP) 
— An Alexandria woman today 
is in custody here in lieu of 
$60,000 bond for allegedly shoot­ 
ing a Fayette County deputy 
sheriff in the leg while he tried 
to arrest her. 
Deputy Sheriff James Lever- 
fon, 26, was shot with a revolv­ 
er Friday, and was taken to an 
Indianapolis hospital where he 
is in fair condition, 
Hazel Richardson., 54, who 
was shot in the arm, is in the 
Fayette County Jail charged 
with aggravated assault, as­ 
sault with intent to kill, and re­ 
sisting police with a firearm. 
Circuit Court Judge Leroy C. 
Hanby set bond at $60,000. 
Police said Mrs. Richardson 
had repeatedly harassed Judge 
Hanby over the telephone after 
he awarded custody of her 
grandchildren to her son-in-law, 
instead of her daughter, in a di­ 
vorce case. 
Police said Mrs. Richardson’s 
ex-husband called Judge Hanby 
Thursday night and told him 
that she had a gun. 
A sheriff’s deputy and a Con- 
nersville city policeman were 
assigned to guard Judge Hanby 
Friday while most other offi­ 
cers searched for Mrs. Rich­ 
ardson. 
Detective S’gt. Don Seffrin of 
the Conners ville Police force 
and Sheriff Max Huffman said 
they spotted Mrs. Richardson in 
a car at a drive-in restaurant. 
When they approached her 
car, Seffrin said, she rolled up 
the windows on her auto and 
jdrew a revolver. 
Seffrin radioed for help and 
about 15 city, county and state 
police officers surrounded the 
drive-in. Customers were evac­ 
uated. 
Officers said Mrs. Richardson 
fired two shots as she got out 
of the car, then ran across a 
¿vacant field. 
Seffrin fired at her, striking 
her in the arm, police said. 
Officers said they cornered 
her near a bank and Leverton 
rushed her. 
As he grappled with her, her 
.22-caliber pistol discharged, 
wounding him in the leg, police 
said. 
British Soldier 
Slain By Irish 
BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — British troops fanned 
out through Northern Ireland 
early today hunting terrorists 
who killed a soldier in a hail of 
gunfire and bombed a village 
dance, wounding 20 revelers.

were believed to be deployed in 
house-to-house searches in the 
capital and at countryside loca­ 
tions known to be frequented by 
guerrillas. 
Two days of sporadic rioting 
in Belfast burst into bloodshed 
just after midnight Friday.

(AP) — Rex 
Maddaford has never run the 
mile under four minutes,, one 
second.

classmates 
at tiny Eastern 
New Mexico, University, very 
few' people have ever heard of 
him. 
Even in his native. New Zea­ 
land, Maddaford always has

overshadowed 
by

great Peter Snell. 
But a few insiders, including 
a fellow competitor, think Mad­ 
daford can defeat America’s 
premier miler, Marty Liquori, 
today in. the El Paso Invitation. 
Track and Field Meet. 
“Marty’s a great runner,” 
said Peter Romero of Texas El 
Paso, one of nine entrants in 
the mile, “ but I kind of have to 
pick Maddaford as a pre-race 
favorite. He’s from around here 
and he’s really been moving 
lately.” 
Liquori is coming off the fast­ 
est mile of his life, a 3:54 6 
clocking last Sunday when he 
nipped 
Jim 
Ryun 
in 
the 
“dream mile” at the Martin 
Luther King Games. 
But he has never run in the 
southwest and Romero said the 
combination of heat and alti­ 
tude could be a telling point. 
Temperature at race time in 
this 4,000-foot high city is ex­ 
pected to be about 95. 
Even Liquori was a little ap­ 
prehensive about the heat and 
altitude. 
“Usually, up to 4,000 feet it’s 
not so bad,” he said. “But it 
might affect the time here by 
three seconds. I’ve only worked 
over 4,000 feet once before and 
that was at the Olympics, 
where it was 7,000 feet. The al­ 
titude there at Mexico City 
gave me a six-second time over 
four minutes.'"* 
Romer indicated that the rest 
of the mile field would take ad­ 
vantage of Liquori’s unfamil­ 
iarity with the heat and alti­ 
tude.

said. “That’s w;hy Mr., Baptista 
doesn’t want to make a deal 
now. There will be no serious 
talk until after the Belmont.” 
In addition to the $5 million 
offer he said he received from 
a party he refused to name, 
Baptista said he has also had 
feelers from England and Ja­ 
pan. 
Baptista has made it clear in 
the past week he is set on sell­ 
ing his four-legged gold mine.

To people who aren’t in the printing 
business the item probably had little 
meaning. To old-timers in the business 
it was almost as though General Motors 
suddenly announced that it would no 
longer make automobiles. 
For more than 80 years the Linotype 
has produced the type for most of the 
world’s printed matter. Before a German 
immigrant named Ottmar Mergenthaler

The story goes that when the first 
- Linotypes were put in use by the big New 
York' daily newspapers the hand-set 
printers attacked them with axes, be­ 
liev in g the machines would put thou­ 
san d s of tradesmen out of work. Actual­ 
ly, the opposite was true. The Linotype 
launched a printing revolution, enabling 
newspapers to more than quadruple their 
size. More books and magazines were 
published and more people learned to 
* read. The Linotype as much as any other 
- invention, increased the world’s literacy. 
To this writer, who learned the intri- 
caries of the Linotype at the Mergen- 
thaler School in Chicago as a young man, 
the machine was one of the most wonder­ 
ful mechanical devices ever conceived. 
“ Installed in newspapers of all sizes 
around the world, Linotypes have poured 
forth an endless stream of shining lead 
* slugs, ready for the printing press, and 
„ they are as near to being fool-proof as 
* anything mechanical could ever be. 
But the advent of offset printing, 
* which makes it much simpler to repro­ 
duce type from a photographic negative 
than from letters stamped on a metal 
. slug, has spelled doom for the Linotype. 
Computer machines with solid state elec­ 
tronic insides that can set type amazing­ 
ly fast on a piece of film have just about 
ended the 80-year reign of the mechani­ 
cal typesetters. 
To be sure, there are still batteries of 
Linotypes in large daily newspapers and 
many small ones everywhere. But they 
will eventually be phased out and seen 
only in printing museums. 
There is one big difference in the Lino­ 
type and the new computerized typeset- 
•ting machines, as anyone who has owned 
both can tell you. The Linotype we could 
repair ourselves, with a piece of wire or 
another part from the company. The 
tape-operated “new generation” gadget 
we installed a couple of years ago can 
' only be repaired by an expert from La­ 
crosse or Madison — at a charge of $15 
an hour. 
The typesetting industry, once domi­ 
nated by Mergenthaler’s Linotype, has 
been taken over by the electronic firms, 
IBM, Honeywell and Singer. And the 
printing business will never be the same 
- again.

It all costs money 
with the party in power having 
the slight edge in fund raising 
capabilities. 
The problem was highlighted 
by Governor E dgar D. 
Whit­ 
com b’s decision to stop the 2 
percent club among the 5,000 
patronage workers. He took no 
steps to discontinue the reveifue 
during the first half of his ad­

43 per cent had tried am pheta­ 
mines and 24 per cent some form 
of the barbiturates. In all of 
them , two-thirds had used other 
illegal drugs! If, in the research 
now 
underway, 
m arijuana 
is 
proven physically and at the 
sam e 
tim e 
m edically 
safe 
(w hich is unlikely), isn’t it obvi­ 
ous that there still is a definite 
guilt by association? It seem s to 
form a pattern that the m ari­ 
juana user seldom rem ains only 
a user of this drug. 
Specialists 
concerned 
with 
drug m isuse offer these con­ 
structive suggestions to parents 
in dealing with their children: 


1. Keep your cool — a level 
head thinks logically, m akes bet­ 
ter decisions and generally acts 
more wisely. 


2. Listen to what young people 
are really trying to tell you. 
D rugs are not the cause of drug 
use—at least not initially—there 
are hundreds of reasons why a 
child experim ents with drugs. 
Find those potential reasons in 
your 
home—fam ily 
relation­ 
ships, C orrect what m ight be­ 
com e a dangerous condition be­ 
fore it can cause serious trou­ 
ble. 


3. 
Get the facts concerning 
drugs and m ake certain you ex­ 
pose your youngsters to this da­ 
ta in an atm osphere of sharing. 
4. When setting discipline be 
very fair . . . but at the sam e 
tim e be very firm . 


5. All experts in the field agree 
on this one being of utm ost im ­ 
portance: Set good parental ex­ 
am ples! A parent who in effect 
says, “ Do as I say, not as I 
do.” stands little chance of in­ 
fluencing his children for true 
good. 


While many people stand do­ 
ing little m ore than handwring- 
ing, m ore and m ore parental 
groups across the country are 
setting up drug study m eetings 
which show films on the sub­ 
ject. If your club or organiza­
